Route Sought 


By 3 Groups 


Three Lower Bucks County 
municipalities are seeking an 
additional 
Delaware 
Express­ 
way route to bring traffic over 
the river bridge at Morrisville. 


Bristol and Falls Townships 
and Tullytown Borough want the 
route in addition to the planned 
route over the Scudder Falls 
bridge 
in 
Lower 
Makefield 
Township. 


Bristol 
Township 
Manager 
Vincent H. Hartley said the 
added route would swing right 
from Route 413 toward Edgely 
and run adjacent to Route 13 
to Access Route 13 in Tully 
town. 


He sair cars and light trucks 
would use the acces route while 
heavier trucks would travel on 
old Route 13. 


The proposed Scudder Falls 
route swings left from Route 
413 toward Lower Makefield.

sought, Hartley explained, be­ 
cause no provisions have been 
made for a highway to cope with 
the increased traffic in the three 
municipalities.

Stay Home 


In Chester 


CHESTER, Pa. (UPI) - An 
integrationist boycott of public 
schools today was about 40 per 
cent effective, according to un­ 
official estimates. 


The boycott by the Committee 
for Freedom Now (CFFN) was 
staged after Mayor Jam es H. 
Gorbey 
rejected 
12 
demands 
made by the organization during 
a demonstration last night, 
night. 


There was some pushing and 
shoving at the picket lines in 
front of IO schools and one 
dem onstrator was taken away 
by police. An estimated 40 per 
cent of the 11,000 pupils here 
are Negro. 


One Negro woman employe at 
Showalter Jr. High School came 
out of the building and found 
her daughter, Diane, 14, m arch­ 
ing on the picket line. She pull­ 
ed her out of the line and or­ 
dered 
her to go 
inside 
the 
school. She told bystanders the 
girl had been “ playing hookey, 
now she’s going to school.” 


Further demonstrations were 
scheduled for this city Saturday 
by the 
Congress 
of 
Racial 
Equality 
(CORE) 
which 
said 
about 5.000 members from chap 
ters in New York, Wilmington. 
Del., Philadelphia and Washing 
ton would support the CFFN 
and were “prepared to fill the 
jails of Chester with thousands 
of freedom fighters.” 


Gorbey assailed the commit­ 
tee’s 
chairman, 
Stanley 
branche, in a statement reject­ 
ing the demands presented to 
police Wednesday night follow­ 
ing 
a 
march 
through 
city 
streets from the Temple Bap­ 
tist Church where 700 persons 
attended a meeting of the in 
tegregationist group. 


Branche told the meeting that 
today’s boycott would mark a 
“day the school board of Ches­ 
ter will never forget.” 


Hang In Effigy 


About 300 left the meeting 
and marched in an orderly pa­ 
rade along the city’s sidewalks 
to the police station where the 
Rev. Donald G. Ming, Negro 
chairman of the city’s Human 
Relations 
Commission, 
was 
hunged in effigy. The commis­ 
sion earlier had found a num­ 
ber of Branche’s charges of 
school discrimination were with 
out basis in fact. 


Gorbey said the hanging, “ to 
gether with the taunts by Mr 
Branche of ‘Uncle Tom’ and 
'Part-tim e Negro’, represent a 
low even 
for Mrs. 
Branche. 
His character assassination is a 
poor attem pt to drag Rev. Ming 
down to the level of Mrs. Bran­ 
che and his committee.” 


Gorbey bluntly rejected de­ 
mands that fines and prison 
sentences imposed because of 
commission activities be lifted 
and that Wally Nelson, be re­ 
leased 
from 
Broadmeadows 
Prison where he is serving IO 
days for disorderly conduct and 
resisting arrest during a demon­ 
stration Monday night.

Thieves, working during the 
early - morning hours today, 
broke into Delhaas H i g h 
School and dragged out a 500- 
pound safe containing class 
rings and cash. 


R. Kenneth Pierce, princi­ 
pal of the Bristol Township 
school located on Route 413, 
said a preliminary inventory 
showed four rings, valued at 
$27 each, and $150 in cash had 
been taken. 


The theft was discovered at 
7 a.m. by George Lutzo, cus­ 


todian, when he checked the 
general office in the front of 
the school. 


Bristol Township police said 
the safe, measuring four by 
three feet, 
had 
been 
taken 
from the office and dragged 
to the rear of the building 
along the lake between the 
school and the construction lot 
belonging to George Tripp Inc. 


2 Or 3 Involved 


Police believe two or three 
persons were involved in the 
burglary since it took three 


man to carry the safe back in­ 
to the school. 


The safe had been beaten 
open. Chief John R. Stewart 
stated, by apparently using a 
sledge hammer and picks. 


Thieves entered the metal 
shop in the rear of the school 
by removing a grate over an 
air vent. From the metal shop 
they then broke a window to 
gain entrance to the general 
office. 
The theft is being investi­ 
gated by Lt. Thomas Stewart 
and Detective Charles Haines. 


The judge announced he would 
hand down his decision on the 
defense request for a change of 
venue at 3 p.m.

Reds ‘Forget’ 


Defection 


GENEVA (UPI)—The Soviet 
Union said today the defection 
to the West of Russian secret 
police official Yuri I. Nossenko 
would have no effect on the 17- 
nation 
disarmament 
confer­ 
ence. 


Western officials had feared 
that Nossenko’s defection to the 
United States might disrupt the 
conference and cause Moscow 
to return to the bitter words of 
the now-eased cold war. 


But Soviet chief disarmament 
delegate Semyon K. Tsarapkin, 
who 
had 
charged 
the Swiss 
government 
Wednesday 
with 
laxity and a “clear lack of de­ 
sire” to find Nossenko, calmed 
this fear. 


When asked by newsmen if 
he thought the Nossenko affair 
would affect the conference, he 
replied: “ No, I am sure not.” 


He added that the Nossenko 
case is only “ a m atter of nego­ 
tiation between Switzerland and 
the Soviet Union. 


“ We feel it is the responsi­ 
bility of the Swiss government” 
he said. 


Swiss Foreign Minister Fried­ 
rich T. 
Wahl en had 
reacted 
angrily to Tsarapkin’s charges, 
winch 
were 
reportedly 
bol­ 
stered today by a formal pro­ 
test from Moscow. 


Ruby burst into tears before

It was the second time a pis­ 
tol has been found on a woman 
trying to enter a hearing involv­ 
ing Ruby. In December, a ma­ 
tron found an unloaded snub- 
nose pistol in the purse of a 
former stripper.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson and British Prime 
Minister Sir Alex Douglas-Home 
today announced complete sup­ 
port of each other’s policies in 
Southeast Ais and many other 
areas. But they tiptoed around 
their disagreement over trade 
with Cuba and the Red bloc. 


In a joint communique issued 
after their two day conference, 
the President and prime minis­ 
ter reaffirmed their intention to 
continue the closest association 
in pursuit of peaceful settle­ 
ments to the “ sudden tensions 
in many parts of the world" as 
well as longstanding cold war 
problems with the Soviet Union. 


Each promised continued ful­ 
fillment of his nation’s commit­ 
ments to the NATO alliance and 
declared they would seek to 
promote 
the widest possible 
political and economic coopera­ 
tion in Europe with a broad 
Atlantic partnership.” 


The prime minister arrived 
at the White House 23 minutes 
ahead of his scheduled ll a m. 
EST 
appointment 
with 
the 
President. 
It 
was 
speculated 
that he cam e early for private 
talks with Johnson ahead of the 
business session. 


Officials 
said 
as 
today’s 
White House sesion began that 
it would be devoted to econom­ 
ic matter, particularly the ma­ 
jor 
multilateral 
Paris 
trade 
negotiations to begin this sum­ 
mer.
